Your message may be sent to a select group of 
extensions or mass distributed to all college 
phones. The Fire College, Canine Training Center, 
Waste Water Treatment Center and part-time 
faculty also have special extensions allowing their 
participation in the system. 

AUDIX is very cost-effective, saving the college a 
great deal of money through time efficiency, paper 
and copy costs. Remember to check your AUDIX 
"Mail Box" at least twice a day and delete all of your 
old messages.
